A DULL FEELING AT PRESENT.

Ofent Indastrles. 

Nkw YditK, Aug. H.— R. a. Dun and 
Company in their weekly review of 
tra«le say : With business in many 
lines disappointingly dull, the feeling of 
confidence nevertheless fnoreossa. Its 
basis is that crop prospects grow clearer 
and brigliter, while prospects of foreign 
demand for American grain expand with 
every week's news. 

l)(]irf>sion in some f,'reut industries 
Continues and is real, l)ut m.'iy be traced 
to causes obviously not ])ermanent. 
Thus t';i- iri'M manufacturer is much set 
ba«-k by inability of railroails tn mak 
purcli.i cs liicaufe they fail to negotiate 
securiucs. Cotton inamifacluri-s still 
find a l.iii-ly lar;,'t' demand, and at some 
reducti'iii in pri'-c s most goods are mov 
ing iieely. Biecclied jgoodn ,ire lower 
and print cloths d' ill. The woo! man u- 
factnr ' is di tiiictly iiniitnviug. and 
sales of wool at Idoston rise to ■"i.UKl.Oon 
jKJUiii!-.. the sales there, at I'liiladelphia 
and New Yt)rk since .Tan. 1 l >'ing 14M, 
0<lO.()<Mt pounds, airain-st 138,000.000 last 
year to tlie satne date. 

At Boston trade in merchandise in 
creases and is very goo«l for boots and 
shoes, and western and southern reports 
quite favorable. Sales of wool are farg( 
at Hartford and of dry goods increasing, 
There and at Philadelphia in most trades 
there is mnch complaint of slow collec - 
tions, but considerable activity is seen in 
glass, and fair sales of paints and chem 
icaLs at Philadelphia, with improvement 
in shoes, hides and leather. At Pitts- 
burg manufactured iron is fairly active 
and the gliiss trade good, but collections 
rather slow. 

At Cleveland trade is enlarging with 
confidence, and at Cincinnati the furni 
ture trade is especially growing. Chi- 
cago feels the eliect of great crojw dis- 
tinctly, wheat receipts being seven-fold 
last year's, ryofive-fold. barley two-ft)M. 
W(X)1 nearly doable, and in corn. beef, 
butter and hides some increase apiiears. 
as also in sales of 4ty goods. Saies of 
clothing and shoes are urger than ever 
before at this season, and in all lines 
collections are satisfactory. 

At other western points the crops 
prespectsare almost everywhere men- 
tioned ae imsnrpaased, and at St. Louis 
the demand for money in the interior 
grows more pressing, and commercial 
borrowers are held closely to the needs 
At Minne.-tixdis and St. Paul. Omaha 
und Kanwis City trade is generally good, 
at Louisville and Nashville improving, 
and at Montgomery the demand for 
goods are fair, while at Memphis and 
Savannah reports of trade are less favor- 
able, and at Jacksonville biu^iiiess is very 
dull. Unfavorable weather has strength- 
ened cotton at New Orleans, and the de- 
mand for sugar is good, with rice strong 
and money in good demand, but with 
hupplies ample for legitimate trade. 

Prices of coUimodities are going down, 
and for the first time this year the gen- 
eral level is lower than a year ago, hav- 
ing declined 1.3 per cent, the past week. 
Fiiuiucial prospects have not changed, 
and though money on call is cheap, com- 
mercial loans are made with caution. 
Foreign imports of merchandise in New 
York m July fall 10 per cent below last 
year, while exports largely increase. 

The demand for money to move crops 
begins to be felt by many banks, and 
during the week the treasury has taken 
in from drcnlation $800,000 more than 
it has paid out. Foreign exchange has 
fallen from from $4.86 1-2 to $185 1-4. 
and some talk of gold in^orts is now 
heard.

Isaac Keith, aged about fifty years, is 
in custody on a very serious charge. 

He is a farmer, and bis bouK; is near 
Helena. He was arrested yesterday after- 
noon by Captain Heflin. 

The charge against the old man is that 
of forgery. He called at the Ked Corner 
Clothing House yesterday afternoon and 
pre8ente<l an order frnni Mr. Wm. Robb 
for a pair of pants. In 1888, a nianhail 
obtained an overcoat from Captain Mar- 
tin on an order from Mr. Wm. McClel- 
land, which turned out to be a forgery. 
When the man presented the order, he 
selected a coat but the sleeves were a 
little too short and he sat down and waited 
until they were lengthened. An effort 
was made to find him at that time but 
without success. 

When Keith called yesterday afternoon 
and presented an order from Mr. Kobb, 
Mr. John Daly, one of the salesmen, 
recognized him at once as the man who 
obtained the overcoat in 1888. He in- 
formed Captain Martin of the fact and 
Marshal Ilcdin was summoned. The or- 
ders were compared andtlic handwriting 
resembled. Keith was at once placed 
under arrest and taken to the station- 
house. 

The accused will be given a bearing 
before Mayor Pearoe next Monday after- 
noon at 2 o'clock. From Captain Heflin 
it is learned there are nine other charges 
of the same character against the old 
man. He Is charged of forging the nam e 
of Mr. Kicbard Heildleston to an order 
on Mr. M. 0. Russell for whisky. He ob- 
tained eo1h» bom Mr. Bussell also on an 
order to which the name of 0. L. King 
was forged. 

Some time ago he presented an order 
from Air. .Fos. Ratcinan to Mr. W. H. 
Lynch and obtained a pair of boots. He 
told Mr. Lynch hv was working for Mr. 
Bateman, and that the latter hadn't any 
money on hand and couldn't come to 
town. The order was honored, l»ut it 
turned out to be a forgery like thc others 
named. 

He i.s also accnse<I of obtaiiiinj: whisky 
from Mr. George T. Wood, and whisky, 
sugar and coflTee from Mr. Omar Dodson 
on forced orders, to which the names of 
Dr. Cook, Richard Heddleston, John 
Oostigan and O. L. King had been signed. 

Keith doesn't appear to realize the 
serious nature of the charge against him.
